N  The  Hiftory  of  the  Creation  we 
are  told,  that  God  Jaw  every  thing 
that  he  had  madey  and  behold  it  was 
very  Good j  not  only  good  in  relpedt 

-  — a  of  the  Univerfe,  but  good  alfo  with 

regard  to  all  its  Parts,  and  calculated  to  promote 
the  proper  happinefs  of  all  the  Species  of  Being  made 

capabie  of  it,  and  even  of  every  Individual  in  each 
Species. 


Nothing  can  be  unworthy  of  his  Care,  or  infio-- 
mficant  in  his  Sight,  who  is  the  Maker  and  Preferver 

01  the  World-  .  And  as  the  happinefs  of  every  Be¬ 
ing  is  of  the  higheft  confequence  to  it  felf,  we  are 
morally  fure,  that  All  things,  which  God  has  made, 

®  mu  ft 


muft  be  good  in  every  Senfe,  as  well  as  in  that  largeft 
and  mod  extenfive  meaning  of  the  word,  which 
comprehends  the  Good  of  the  Whole. 

Now  what  God  Himfelf  has  been  to  all  the 
works  of  his  Hands,  the  Son  of  God  has  approved 
Himfelf  to  Us  in  an  efpecial  manner.  His  whole 
Life  was  fpent  in  fulfilling  the  Will  of  his  Father 
in  Heaven,  by  doing  all  poffible  Service  to  the  Souls 
and  Bodies  of  Men.  He  brought  with  Him  the 
good  tidings  of  Life  and  Immortality,  and  arofe 
with  healing  in  his  Wings.  Every  thing  that  He 
faid  and  did,  whilft  He  dwelt  among  Us,  was  full  of 
Mercy  and  Loving-kind nefs ;  and  one  of  the  com¬ 
mon  Ways,  by  which  He  proved  the  truth  of  His 
Million,  was  to  work  fuch  fort  of  Miracles,  as  were 
not  only  evidences  of  his  Authority,  but  of  the  be¬ 
neficence  of  his  Difpofition,  and  of  his  infinite 
Good-Will  to  Mankind. 

The  lharpeft,  the  moft  inveterate,  and  moft  ma¬ 
lignant  Diftempers  were  removed  in  an  inftant  by 
the  Word  of  his  Power.  So  that  He  was  in  both 
fenfes,  Eyes  to  the  blind,  Feet  to  the  lame,  and 
Health  to  the  Difeafed ;  as  well  as  the  Life  of  them 
that  believe ,  and  the  RefurreBion  of  the  Dead. 
Whatever  He  did  was  in  its  own  nature  oeft  fitted 
to  reclaim  Men  from  their  vices,  becauie  it  engaged 
their  afledf  ions  as  well  as  their  judgments ;  and  per- 
fuaded  them  in  the  moft  effectual  manner  that  His 
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DoSirine  muft  be  of  God ;  and  that  what  was  of  fo 
much  ufe  and  fervice  to  remove  the  Misfortunes  of 
Human  Life,  could  only  come  from  the  Father  of 
mercies ,  and  the  God  of  all  confolation. 

For  of  the  great  number  of  Miracles  and  Won¬ 
ders  which  are  recorded  of  Him,  there  are  not 
above  three  or  four,  but  what  were  immediately 
calculated  for  the  relief  of  the  miferies  and  calami¬ 
ties  to  which  our  Bodies  are  expofed.  And  though 
He  could  have  removed  Mountains,  or  have  com¬ 
manded  Legions  of  Angels  from  Heaven,  or  have 
convinced  Men  of  his  Authority,  by  fuch  other 
Miracles  as  would  have  raifed  their  aftonifhment : 
Though  He  might  have  brought  down  vilible  Judg¬ 
ments  upon  great  Offenders,  curbed  the  rage  of 
Tyrants,  and  delivered  Multitudes  who  daily  fuffer 
under  various  outward  Oppreflions :  Though  all  the 
Powers  of  Heaven  and  Earth  were  in  his  hand ;  He 
confined  himlelf  almoffc  to  this  fingle  article  of  heal¬ 
ing  all  manner  of  Sicknefs,  and  all  manner  of  Difeafe 
among  the  People.  And  as  if  it  were  an  immediate 
part  of  his  bufinefs  here  on  Earth,  on  account  of 
the  Good  that  was  to  be  done  by  it,  as  well  as  a 
proof  of  his  Power;  we  find  that  a  principal  branch 
of  the  Commifiion,  which  He  gave  to  the  twelve 
Difciples,  was  to  heal  the  Sick. 

He  fent  Tfhem  to  preach  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
and  to  heal  the  Sick.

The  fame  thing  is  repeated  in  the  next  Chapter, 

y.  8,  9.  Into  whatfoever  City  ye  enter - Ileal  the 

Sick  that  are  therein ;  and  fay  unto  Them ,  The  King¬ 
dom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you - And  alfo  by  St. 

Matthew  (Chap.  x.  7,  8.)  As  Ye  go,  preach  faying , 
The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  at  hand.  Heal  the  Sick; 
cleanfe  the  Lepers',  raife  the  Dead ;  caf  out  Devils: 
Freely  Ye  have  received ,  freely  give.  So  that  the 
Sum  of  our  Saviour’s  Lite,  and  oi  all  the  inftru&i- 
ons  which  He  gave  to  his  Difciples,  was,  to  do  all 
polfible  Good  to  the  Souls  and  Bodies  of  Men ;  that 
is,  to  preach  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  to  heal  the 
Sick. 

I  doubt  not  I  fhall  be  excufed,  if  at  prelent  I 
fpeak  only  of  that  part  of  our  B Idled  Lord’s 
inftru&ion  to  his  Difciples,  which  is  the  Occafion 
of  this  Day’s  Solemnity,  and  therefore  ought  to  be 
the  more  immediate  Subject  of  our  thoughts.  And 
if  We  conlider  the  nature  of  this  Charity,  which 
took  up  lb  great  a  part  of  our  Saviour’s  own  time, 
and  is  inculcated  by  Him  in  fo  much  ftronger  terms 
than  other,  external  Duties,  We  cannot  be  at  a 
lofs  to  know  why  He  chofe  to  turn  his  Miracles  into 
this  one  Channel. 

For  we  fhall  find  this  kind  of  Charity  to  be  the 
moft  natural,  agreeable,  and  ufeful  exercife  of  our 
Humanity  in  general ;  and  to  be  in  particular  more 
free  from  exception ;  and  of  more  lervice  to  whole 

Societies 
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Societies,  as  welj  as  to  the  poorer  Part,  than  any 
other  Branch  of  Charity  whatever. 

i.  It  is  in  general  the  mo  ft  natural ,  agreeable , 
and  ufeful  ILxercife  of  Our  Humanity.  For  God 
has  implanted  in  Us  lo  earned:  a  Delire  of  relieving 
the  Mileries  of  Others,  that  we  can  neither  lee  nor 
hear  of  any  didredes  without  feeling  in  fome  mea- 
fure  for  thofe  that  differ  under  them,  and  wifhing 
Our  felves  in  a  capacity  of  removing  the  Evils 
which  Others  bear.  This  is  what  We  cannot  get 
rid  of,  without  doing  the  greateffc  violence  to  Our 
felves.  And  tho’  our  own  Virtue  in  this  particular 
may  be  very  little,  in  a  philofophical  Senfe ;  ’tis  a 
Diipofition  of  mind  we  ought  to  glory  in,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  many  necedary  advantages  We  receive 
from  it ;  which  is  undoubtedly  a  realon,  why  it  has 
been  fo  plentifully  fown  in  Our  Nature  by  the  gra¬ 
cious  Author  of  our  Being. 

But  if  it  were  otherwife ;  and  it  were  in  our 
Power  to  dived  our  felves  of  it,  it  would  be  mani- 
fedly  againd  our  Intereft ;  becaufe  Nothing  more 
thoroughly  recommends  a  Perfon  to  the  edeem  of 
the  World,  than  the  abundance  of  his  Good  Will 
towards  Men. 

And  it  is  not  only  the  mod  natural  and  agree¬ 
able,  but  alfo  the  mod  ufeful  exercife  of  our  Huma¬ 
nity.  For  as  the  Subjects  we  have  to  do  with  are 
of  the  lowed  rank  of  Men,  This  Employment  re¬ 
minds 


minds  Us,  that  it  is  by  bearing  One  anothers  Bur¬ 
dens  we  are  to  fulfill  the  Law  of  Chrifl.  And  He 
who  is  loftieft  in  his  own  thoughts  will  by  this 
means  be  often  brought  to  reflect,  that  God  is  the 
common  F ather  of  Us  All ;  and  that  We  ceafe  to 
be  His  Children,  when  we  forget  that  We  are  Mem¬ 
bers  One  of  Another.  How  moving  and  natural, 
and  how  becoming  the  Character  of  an  Apoftle  are 
thofe  humane  and  inftrudfive  words  of  St.  Paul) 
Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  P  who  is  off  ended) 
and  I  burn  not  f  ( 2  Cor.  xi.  29.) 

Health,  Riches,  Honor,  Power,  and  all  the 
other  fuppofed  Bleffings  of  Life  have  a  ftrong  ten¬ 
dency  to  make  us  regardlefs  of  the  Sufferings  of 
thofe  that  are  beneath  Us ;  and  by  degrees  infenfi- 
bly  deftroy  that  affectionate  Difpofition  which  is 
implanted  in  Our  Souls.  Whereas  an  Habit  of 
(bearing  a  compaffionate  regard  to  the  wretched 
eftate  ^  our  Poor  Brethren,  and  of  being  bet- 
ter  acquainted  v’.'1*  their  Circumftances  makes  Us 
know  and  feel  that  We  arf  &bjea  to  hh  infirm,- 
ties  •  that  the  Loweft  are  often  that  Reafon) 
the  leaft  corrupted  Part  of  the  World  ;  and  that  it 
is  not  the  outward  Condition,  but  the  immoitsl 
Mind  that  refides  within  Us,  which  makes  the  true 
diftin&ion  between  One  Man  and  Another.  For 
of  all  confiderations  Thefe  are  the  moft  fitted  to 

bring  Us  to  a  Knowledge  of  Our  Selves,  and  to 
&  prepare 
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prepare  Us  for  that  great  Change  of  Our  Being, 
which  levels  all  Orders  and  Conditions  of  Men ; 
and  leaves  the  only  Difference  which  will  remain 
to  all  Eternity;  the  Difference  between  the  Virtuous 
and  the  Wicked, 

2,  This  Charity  is  in  particular  more  free  from 
Exception  than  Many  Others,  and  might  therefore 
be  more  immediately  encouraged  by  our  Saviour. 

For  the  Poor  that  are  in  Health  may  ordinarily 
provide  for  themfelves ;  and  They  that  would  live 
upon  the  labours  of  Others,  without  contributing 
their  induftry  to  the  common  Stock,  fhould  rather 
be  conlidered  as  common  Nufances,  than  as  real 
ObjeSls  of  Charity.  They  that  are  in  Prifon  are 
frequently  fuch  as  demand  no  more  of  our  regard, , 
than  barely  what  the  Laws  of  common  Humanity 
require  at  our  hands,  for  a  fupply  of  their  imme¬ 
diate  neceffities.  But  whatever  may  be  objected  to  • 
thefe  or  any  Other  Charities ;  This  of  viiiting,  or 
relieving  the  Sick  is,  without  any  fhadow  of 
doubt,  a  branch  of  pure  and  undefiled  Religion. 
And  whatever  may  be  urged  again!!  relieving  Men 
in  other  pretended  Evils ;  a  maimed  or  broken  Limb, 
an  afflidted  Body,  or  a  diftempered  Head,  are  fuch 
vifble  and  indifputable  proofs  of  the  reality  of 
a  buffering  State,  that  all  Senfe  of  Humanity,  as  well 
as  Virtue,  muff  be  gone  out  of  Us,  before  we  can 
be  deaf  to  the  Voice  of  fuch  Complaints. 

3,  This 
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3.  This  Branch  is  of  more  is  fc  to  the  Poor  them¬ 
selves  than  any  other.  For,  Health  is  one  of  the 
natural  and  common  Bleflings  of  their  rank,  as 
on  the  other  hand  Sicknefs  and  Infirmity  are  the 
mice  of  thofe  irregularities  which  ordinarily  flow 
:  rom  the  higher  Stations  of  Life.  So  that  when 
the  Poor  are  deprived  of  this  Blefling,  the  Baliance 
of  their  eftate  is  overturned,  and  They  iofe  that 
which  fhould  be  the  portion  of  their  Cup,  and  their 
Inheritance :  From  whence,  we  have  a  more  im¬ 
mediate  call  to  help  them,  before  the  waters  have 
overwhelmed  them ,  and  the  fiream  has  gone  over 
their  Soul .  They  may  then  be  enabled  to  bear  up 
againft  the  Evils,  which  at  one  and  the  fame  time  af- 
flid  their  Bodies,  and  deprive  them  of  thofe  very 
means  of  fupport,  that  alone  could  make  them  any 
amends.  For  by  this  change  of  their  condition  their 
Poverty  is  aggravated,  and  They  are  left  in  the  moft 
naked  and  defencelefs  State,  that  can  be  imagined. 

In  thefe  Circumftances  we  have  the  moft  favour¬ 
able  Opportunities  that  can  ever  be  afforded,  of  fe- 
curing  their  Affedions,  foftening  their  Paflions,  re¬ 
forming  their  Manners,  and  fhewing  them  how  they 
may  in  patience  poffefs  their  Souls ;  that  through 
tribulation  and  diftrefs,  they  may  be  brought  to 
fuch  a  fenfe  of  their  Duty  to  God  and  Man,  as 
Multitudes  of  them  never  arrive  at  without  this 
feeling  way  to  inftrudion.  The  Day  of  afllidion 
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is  more  efpecially  a  proper  time  for  them  to  confi- 
der,  who  have  never  been  imploy’d  in  an  Hours 
Reflection.  And  it  is  alfo  the  moll  favorable  Seafon 
of  infinuating,  or  inftilling  ufeful  Knowledge  into 
the  minds  of  the  Ignorant,  who  are  feldom  taught 
to  refine  away  the  principles  of  common  Gratitude, 
but  are  naturally  difpofed  to  incline  their  ear  to 
fuch  of  their  Benefactors  as  (in  the  fignificant  phrafe 
of  the  Pfalmijl )  have  known  their  Souls  in  Ad~ 
verjity. 

4.  Now  fuch  Benefits  as  thefe  to  the  Poor, 
who  make  up  the  Bulk,  and  Weight  (and  I  was 
going  to  add,  the  Power  and  Strength )  of  a  King¬ 
dom,  fufficiently  prove  the  greater  Excellence  of 
this  Charity  to  Societies  in  general,  as  well  as  the 
Poor  in  particular.  And  this  will  appear  in  the 
molt  irrefiftable  Light,  if  we  confider,  that  by 
the  timely  afliftance  we  give  to  the  Sick,  we  be¬ 
come  the  fortunate  Inftruments,  not  only  of  faving 
a  prodigious  number  of  hands  to  the  Publick ;  but 
alfo  of  bringing  to  Light  a  numerous  People  in  the 
courfe  of  a  few  years.  1 

These  are  the  fuperior  Advantages  of  a  Cha¬ 
rity,  which  is  of  fo  pure  and  unmixed  a  nature,  and 
is  fo  peculiarly  calculated  for  the  fervice  of  Man¬ 
kind,  that  we  may  eafily  account  for  the  great

pains  which  our  Saviour  took  to  lead  Us  into  this 
comprehenlive  manner  of  doing  Good:  Nor  can 
any  thing  higher  be  laid  of  it,  than  that  He,  w  ho 
is  always  touched  with  a  feeling  of  our  Infirmities , 
not  only  proved  his  Million  by  Miracles,  but  ,at 
the  lame  time  made  thofe  Miracles  evidences  of 
his  Benevolence,  as  well  as  of  his  Divine  Authority  ; 
and  gave  it  in  charge  to  his  Difciples  to  do  the 
fame;  not  only  to  preach  the  Kingdom  of  God ,  but 
to  exert  their  Power  in  this  particular  in  dance  01 
Humanity,  of  healing  the  Sick  :  An  Employment 
fo  wqrthy  of  the  Divinity,  that  even  They  who 
afterwards  counterfeited  his  Authority,  endeavour¬ 
ed  to  imitate  Him  in  thefe  A&s  of  Mercy,  as  well 
as  in  the  other  Wonders  that  He  did  for  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  Men, 


And  now  to  apply  thefe  Things  immediately 
to  the  Occafion  of  our  affembling  Our  Selves  to¬ 
gether  at  this  Time ;  what  greater  encouragement 
can  we  poffibly  have  to  profecute  the  beneficent 
Work  we  have  undertaken  in  the  caufe  of  the  Help- 
lefsy  than  to  bear  in  our  Minds  the  example  of  Our 
Great  Mader,  and  the  inftru&ions  He  gave  his  Fol¬ 
lowers  ;  from  which  we  know  affuredly,  that  We 
alfo  (according  to  our  feveral  abilities)  are  doing 

the  Works  of  God, 


To 
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To  the  Honor  of  the  prefent  Age  it  ought  to 
be  obferved,  that  notwithftanding  the  many  reafon- 
able  Complaints  that  may  be  made  on  other  Heads, 
‘This  kind  of  Charity  has  been  encouraged  beyond  the 
example  of  former  Times;  which  mu  ft  be  owing  in 
a  great  meafure  to  the  prudent  Methods  that  have 
been  eftablifhed,  for  making  the  Conduct  of  it  as 
unexceptionable,  as  can  be  expeCted  from  Human 
Things.  For  Mankind  is  not  in  fo  depraved  a  Con¬ 
dition,  as  to  withftand  hny  juft  attempts  for  the  real 
Service  of  their  Fellow  Creatures,  where  the  Good 
that  is  propofed  is  clear  and  obvious ;  — -  where  it  is 
manifeft,  that  no  private  views  of  Intereft  can  pofi 
fibly  be  anfwer’d ;  —  and  where  it  is  of  fo  general  a 
Nature,  as  to  comprehend  the  whole  Human  Race. 
Thefe  are  the  Circumftances,  which  make  the  Story 
of  the  charitable  Satnaritan  enter  fo  deeply  into 
the  very  Souls  of  all  that  read  it ;  For  in  fpight  of  eve¬ 
ry  Prejudice  of  Education,  We  are  irreftftably  charm¬ 
ed  with  the  Conduct  of  the  good-natured  Strang¬ 
er  ;  and  cannot  but  at  the  fame  time  be  fired  with 
fecret  indignation  at  the  mean  and  lelfifh,  hard¬ 
hearted,  and  narrow-fpirited  behaviour  of  the  Priejl 
and  Levite-,  who  perhaps  were  too  much  engaged 
in  the  fervice  of  a  Party,  to  give  the  general  Caufe  of 
Humanity  a  place  in  their  contracted  Hearts. 

I  fay  This  with  the  more  freedom,  becaufe  it  is  the 
Glory  of  our  prefent  Undertaking,  to  have  received 

C  2  equal 
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equal  encouragement  and  fupport  from  Perfons  of 
all  ranks,  and  all  denominations  amongft  us.  For 
furely  we  ought  to  agree  to  ad  together  in  the 
common  circumftances  of  Life  as  Men ;  and  might 
even  go  on  to  do  Good  to  All  in  general,  without 
being  expofed  to  the  fenfelefs  imputations,  ■which 
little  Minds  are  apt  to  throw  in  our  way,  of  walk¬ 
ing  in  the  Counfel  of  the  Ungodly ,  or  being  unequally 
yoked  with  Unbelievers .  And  a  Condud  of  this 
fort  in  matters  of  common  concern,  is  the  more 
to  be  encouraged,  becaufe  it  has  the  greatefl:  influ¬ 
ence  on  the  happinefs  of  All  Society ;  by  foftening 
Men’s  animofities,  and  bringing  Them  to  ad  with 
temper  in  every  other  article  of  Life,  fince  They 
can  fo  eaflly  do  it  in  Any  One. 

But  my  intention  is  not  at  prefent  to  fpeak  of 
Charity  in  general;  upon  which  all  the  Stores  of  Rea- 
foning  and  Eloquence  have  been  lpent,  and  every 
Argument  exhaufted,  that  can  be  drawn  from  Na¬ 
ture,  Experience,  and  Scripture.  And  there  is  ftill 
lefs  Occafion  to  enlarge  upon  it  in  this  Place,  where 
the  liberal  Hand  of  Providence  appears  fo  eminently , 
that  Nothing  feems  to  be  wanting,  but  a  wife  re¬ 
gulation  of  Such  Benefadions  as  have  been  already 
given,  to  make  the  Poor  diligent,  virtuous,  and 
happy. 

What  we  are  now  called  upon  to  do,  is  of  a 
more  efpecial  nature,  and  is  highly  worthy  of  being 
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oraifed  with  the  tongues  of  Men  and  of  Angels ; 
jecaufe  it  is  peculiarly  calculated  to  fpread  all  the 
benefits  of  Humanity  round  Us ;  and  is  of  a  kind,, 
as  much  above  other  outward  A£ts  of  Charity,  as 
Charity,  in  the  moffc  comprehenfive  Senfe,  is  above 
all  other  Virtues  and  Graces.  For  it  not  only  en¬ 
titles  us  to  the  natural  reward  of  the  merciful  Man. t 
who  doeth  Good  to  his  own  Soul;  (Prov.  xi.  17.) 
but  alfo  manifeftly  tends  to  preferve,  improve,  and; 
blefs  the  whole  Human  Race,  as  far  as  we  have 
any  concern  with  them ;  by  promoting  a  method 
of  doing  Good,  which  is  fo  univerfal,  fo  certain, 
and  has  hitherto  proved  fo  fuccefsful,  that  we  may 
reafonably  hope  this  Labour  of  Love  will  profper, 
in  our  Hands.  — - 

The  Nature  of  Our  Defign  having  been  particu¬ 
larly  explained  in  the  feveral  Papers,  which  have 
been  difperfed  abroad  on  this  Occafion,  it  will 
be  needlels  for  me  to  repeat  what  is  already  fuf- 
ficiently  known.  And  we  have  the  plealure  to  • 
obferve,  that  the  Difficulties  which  were  raifed 
againft  the  Defign  it  felf,  as  well  as  the  manner  of 
executing  it,  have  fhrunk  away,  and  difappeared, 
al  moffc  as  faft  as  they  were  raifed ;  Which,  confider- 
ing  the  innumerable  Differences  there  are  in  the 
make  of  the  human  Mind ;  as  well  as  the  many  ar¬ 
tificial  ways  Men  have  of  perverting  their  own 
Judgments,  and  deceiving  Themfelves,,  we  may, 

look , 
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look  upon,  without  blame,  as  a  Providential  Difpofi- 
tion  of  Things,  in  favour  of  our  prefent  Undertaking. 

And  it  has  been  found  by  the  experience  of  all 
Times,  that  the  mojl  Ufeful  Way  of  promoting 
this  Charity,  is  to  make  a  proper  provifion  for  re¬ 
ceiving  as  many  of  the  Sick  into  one  Houfe,  as  the 
Circumftances  of  Places  and  Times  will  allow ; 
which  may  be  farther  evident  from  the  following 
Confiderations. 

1 .  One  Advantage  to  the  Publick,  from  an  Hof- 
pitaly  too  material  to  be  omitted  here,  is,  that  the 
Expence  of  relieving  a  great  number  of  Sick  Perfons, 
who  fhall  attend  for  that  purpofe  in  the  fame  Place, 
bears  no  proportion  to  the  Charge  of  alii  fling  them 
at  their  feparate  Homes ;  which  never  yet  admitted 
of  the  leaft  doubt  among  Thofe  who  are  competent 
Judges  of  this  particular.  So  that  in  this  View, 
there  may  be  referved  a  new  Fund  in  ftore,  for  the 
many  other  Cafes  which  call  for  our  aid. 

2.  When  the  Poor  are  left  at  their  own  Dwell¬ 
ings,  They  are  in  greater  danger  of  being  neg¬ 
lected  and  overlooked;  becaufe  their  Concerns  are 
of  too  private  a  nature,  to  be  the  talk  of  the 
World ;  or  indeed  to  be  known  at  all,  but  by  Such 
as  make  it  their  Study  to  enquire  after  them.  For 
tho’  We  have  the  Poor  always  with  us,  Their  Situ¬ 
ation  is  too  difadvantageous  to  engage  the  attention 
of  Thofe  who  are  {wallowed  up  in  the  Bufinefs  or 

Pleafures 
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Pleafures  of  Life,  and,  for  that  reafon,  will  hardly 
be  perfuaded  to  fearch  for  them  in  the  holes  and 
corners  of  the  Earth.  And  though  we  are  told 
jby  Solomon ,  that  The  Rich  and  Poor  meet  together 
(Prov.  xxii.  2.)  We  are  pretty  fure  that  They  can 
never  do  it  on  equal  terms,  but  at  thole  impor¬ 
tant  Seafons ;  the  Hour  of  Death,  and  the  Day  of 
Judgment. 

3.  They  will  have  that  Help  in  this  way,  which 
it  is  impoflible  to  give  them  in  any  Other,  by  fuch 
proper  and  fuitable  care  and  advice,  as  will  be  ever¬ 
more  at  hand  for  their  relief  and  fupport. 

And  when  All  Circumftances  are  confidered ; 
Who  of  Us  (in  the  bejl  condition  of  Life)  can  ex¬ 
pert  to  be  ufed  with  more  tendernefs,  to  be  attended 
with  more  diligence,  or  to  have  our  Complaints 
examined  with  more  honefty  and  skill,  than  will 
be  the  happy  Lot  of  thofe  diftrefied  Perions,  who 
fhall  be  efteemed  real  Objects  of  this  Charity?  unleft 
it  can  be  prefumed,  that  a  great  Number  of  the 
moft  reputable  Perfons  of  all  Orders  and  Degrees, 
who  have  undertaken  the  glorious  Province,  of  be¬ 
ing  the  Guardians  of  the  afflicted  Poor  of  their 
Country,  can  fail  in  a  Duty,  where  their  own  Honor 
and  Credit ;  their  own  Intereft  and  the  Intercft  of 
the  Publick;  the  tyes  of  Religion,  and  the  com¬ 
mon  tyes  of  Humanity,  are  all  moft  nearly  con¬ 
cerned. 

A»d 
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And  what  is  Hill  more  ; 

4.  The  Good  They  may  receive  from  fuch  a 

Foundation  in  their  fpiritual  Concerns,  is  very  evi¬ 
dent.  For  many  religious  purpofes  will  be  anfwered 
in  a  Place  where  an  exact  regularity  of  Manners 
ought  to  be  maintained.  It  may  reafonably  be  pre¬ 
fumed,  that  great  Numbers  of  the  Poor  mull  be 
inienfibly  reclaimed  from  their  Vices,  by  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  fuch  Reflections,  as  are  neceflarily  fug- 
gefted  in  the  Houfe  of  Mourning ;  as  well  as  by  the 
daily  Spectacles  of  Mifery  which  They  will  have  be¬ 
fore  their  Eyes.  And  Ail  of  them  will  be  fupplied 
with  the  favorable  Opportunities  of  being  aflifted,  in 
their  way  to  another  Life,  by  the  attendance  and 
advice  of  Thofe,  Who  are  placed  here  in  Honor 
and  Quiet,  by  the  generous  provision  of  Ancient 
Benefactors. 

We  know  that  it  is  our  Duty  to  lift  up  the  Hands 
which  hang  downy  and  the  feeble  Knees ;  to  Jlrengthen 
Them  that  are  on  the  bed  of  languifhing ;  to  make 
all  their  bed  in  their  Sicknefs ;  to  pour  Oyl  into  their 
Wounds,  and  to  bind  up  the  broken-hearted ;  as  well 
as  to  warn  Sinners  of  the  evil  of  their  doings ;  and 
exhort  them  to  repent  and  amend  their  Lives.  We 
fhall  always  think  Our  Selves  befl  imploy’d  in  the 
way  of  our  Profeflxon ;  and  fhall  rejoice  to  be  the 
happy  Inftruments  of  executing  both  parts  of  Our 
Saviour’s  Conuniflion  (as  far  as  it  is  to  be  done  by 

common 
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common  means)  not  only  to  preach  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  but  alfo  to  heal  the  Sick  :  Which  was  in  the 
ordinary  Senfe,  as  well  as  the  miraculous  One,  the 
work  of  the  good  Phyfcian  and  Evangelif ,  whole 
praile  is  (this  Day)  celebrated  in  the  Church  :  And 
in  every  diftrefs  of  Human  Life,  that  comes  in  our 
way,  We  fhall  learn  of  our  Blefled  Lord,  to  deteft 
the  example  of  thofe  bad  Perfons,  who,  in  the 
Parable  of  the  Samaritan ,  looked  on  the  wounded 
Man,  and  pajfed  by  on  the  other  Side, 

I  have  now  mentioned  fome  of  the  many  pecu¬ 
liar  excellencies  of  this  Sort  of  Charity,  and  have 
endeavoured  to  apply  what  has  been  urged,  to  that 
particular  manner  of  promoting  it,  which  We,  of 
this  Country,  are  happily  engaged  in.  What  re¬ 
mains  ;  but  that  We  fortify  our  minds  with  fuch 
Reflections,  as  may  encourage  Us  to  labour  with  a 
becoming  zeal  in  the  Good  Work  We  have  under¬ 
taken;  knowing  that  in  due  Seafon  We  fhall  reap 
the  glorious  fruit  of  our  Doings,  if  we  faint  not. 

For  this  purpofe  let  us  remember,  that  our  pre- 
fent  Endeavours  are  entirely  calculated  to  give  eale 
and  comfort  to  the  poor  and  wretched,  and  dil- 
conlblate,  when  They  are  on  their  lick  Beds;  and 
to  continue  them,  for  a  longer  time,  in  a  way  of 
being  ufeful  Members  of  the  Publick. 
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Let  ns  alfo  reflect  on  the  particular  Advantages, 
which  the  exercife  of  this  Charity  will  bring  along 
with  it  to  Perfons  of  better  Rank  amongft  Us,  by 
promoting  every  humane  and  tender  difpofition  in 
their  Minds.  For  it  will  teach  them  to  weep  with 
them  that  weep ;  and  to  communicate  with  others 
in  their  Afflictions.  It  will  lead  them  fas  it  were 
by  the  hand)  to  a  view  of  the  many  miferies  to 
which  They  themfelves  are  expofed ;  that  fo  they 
may  beware  of  falling  under  the  Woe  denounced 
by  the  Prophet  (Amos  vi.  3 — 6 .)  on  them  that 
live  at  Fafey  and  put  far  away  the  evil  Day ,  and 
caufe  the  feat  of  Violence  to  come  near ;  that  lie  upon 
Beds  of  Ivory ,  and  f  retch  themfelves  upon  their 
Couches ,  and  eat  the  Lambs  out  of  the  Flock ,  and 
the  Calves  out  of  the  mid (l  of  the  Stall ;  that  chant 
■to  the  found  of  the  Violy  and  invent  to  themfelves 
Injlruments  of  Mufck ,  that  drink  IVbie  in  Bowls] 
and  anoint  themfelves  with  the  chief  Ointments  \  but 
are  not  grieved  for  the  Affliction  of  their  Brethren  : 
Which  is  fo  lively  a  defcription  oi  a  luxurious,  and 
what  is  called  (in  modern  Phrafe)  an  elegant  tafte 
of  Life,  that  it  requires  no  particular  illuftration. 
And  all  that  I  (hall  obferve  upon  it,  is,  that  when¬ 
ever  the  ftream  of  Fafhion  and  Cuftom  carries  Men 
into  a  courfe  of  living,  which  naturally  tends  to 
make  them  infenfible  of  what  paffes  beneath  ’em, 
This  fort  of  Charity  becomes  then  of  more  imme¬ 
diate 
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diate  Ufe  ;  that  in  the  hurry  and  rage  of  Pride,  or 
the  {lumbers  of  Luxury  and  Eafe,  the  Poor  may  not 
always  be  forgotten ,  and  the  patient  abiding  of  the 
.Meek  may  not  perifo  for  ever. 

I  cannot  dole  thefe  Reflections  better,  than  by 
reminding  you  that  the  Charity  which  1  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  recommend,  was  what  employed  a  great 
part  of  Our  Saviour’s  Miniftry  here  on  Earth, 
and  what  He  more  immediately  recommended  to  his 
Followers.  And  if  any  additional  encouragement 
can  be  given  to  this  Circumftance,  it  muft  be  to 
conflder,  that  the  Methods  which  have  been  of  late 
eftablifhed,  for  making  this  Charity  of  ufe  and  fer- 
vice  to  Mankind,  have  infinitely  exceeded  all  that 
we  know  of  it  fince  Miracles  were  ceafed.  Several 
Thoufands  in  a  Y ear,  have  been  cured  and  dis¬ 
charged  from  only  two  Hofpitals  in  the  City  of 
London ;  Several  Thoufands  more  have  been  yearly 
rejected,  who  have  applied  Themfelves  from  all  cor¬ 
ners  of  the  Kingdom  to  thefe  charitable  Societies, 
without  Succels  ;  becaufe  They  are  incapable  of 
extending  their  Foundations  (large  as  They  are)  in 
any  manner  that  will  anfwer  the  boundlefs  wants 
of  the  Poor  of  a  whole  Kingdom.  So  that  there  can 
be  no  reafonable  doubt,  but  the  laudable  Beginning 
we  have  now  made,  will  put  it  into  the  Plearts  of 
the  Liberal  and  Well-minded,  and  of  Thofe  who 
have  Power,  and  Interefl:  in  other  Countries,  to 
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make  fuch  a  provifion  for  the  fick  and  wounded 
Poor  near  their  own  Homes,  as  will  be  to  the 
greater  comfort  and  fatisfaction  of  needy  Families ; 
as  well  as  to  the  greater  advantage  and  credit  of 
the  Chriftian  Name,  at  a  time  when  the  true  Spirit 
of  Chriftianity  feems  to  be  departing  from  Us. 

Here  the  fubject  would  naturally  lead  Me, 
to  lay  hold  of  the  Time,  the  Place,  and  the  anci¬ 
ent  Cuftom  of  fuch  Affemblies,  to  make  our  due 
acknowledgments  to  thofe  H  o  n  o  r  a  b  l  e  and 
Worthy  Perfons,  whofe  Bounty  and  Zeal  have 
procured  Us  the  great,  and  unexpected  Encourage¬ 
ment  We  have  already  met  with.  But  this  having 
been  done  in  feme  meafure,  it  may  be  right  to  de¬ 
fer  the  more  particular  manner  of  expreffing  our 
Gratitude,  till  We  have  removed  the  few  remain¬ 
ing  Difficulties  which  have  been  laid  in  Our  way. 
And  then  We  may  flatter  Our  Selves,  that  there 
will  not  be  a  Name  of  Honor,  or  Worth,  among 
Us,  but  will  be  found  in  the  Lift  of  Our  Bene¬ 
factors. 

For  though  we  are  commanded  not  to  do  our 
Alms  before  Men ,  nor  yet  to  found  a  Trumpet  before 
Us,  only  that  We  may  have  Glory  of  Men ,  and  be 
feen  of  themy  (according  to  the  way  and  manner  of 
all  Pharifaical  Righteoufnefs)  We  may  and  ought 
to  let  our  Light  (bine  before  them,  in  every  matter 
where  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  Good  of  Man¬ 
kind 
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kind  are  concerned.  This  is  what  No  Perlbn  in 
any  ftation  or  condition  can  be  excufed  from  doing, 
who  knows  any  thing  of  His  Duty  to  God ;  or 
his  Obligations  to  promote  the  common  welfare  of 
Human  Society. 

And  therefore  it  will  highly  become  Us  to 
exhort  Men  on  this  happy  Occalion,  not  to  do  their 
Alms  grudgingly ,  or  of  Necefftty  ;  but  to  remember 
thofe  excellent  words  of  Our  Lord  and  Mafter, 
which  are  quoted  by  St.  Paul  (A£ts  xx.  35.) 

It  is  more  blessed  to  give,  than  to 

RECEIVE  : 

A  Truth,  which  feems  to  be  purpofely  hid  from 
the  eyes  of  the  felfifh,  the  fordid  and  worldly- 
minded  ;  and  revealed  Only  to  Such  as  are  of  an 
open,  humane,  and  bountiful  Spirit.  It  is,  as  it 
were,  the  Secret  of  the  Lord ,  imparted  only  to 
Thofe  who  are  rich  in  good  Works,  ready  to  diflri- 
hute ,  willing  to  communicate.  They  alone  have  found 
the  way  of  exalting  their  very  Nature,  while  they  are 
yet  among  their  Fellow-Creatures ;  and  of  reaping 
what  They  have  fown  even  in  this  Life.  For  They 
are  always  devifing  liberal  things ,  and  employ  their 
time  in  treafuring  up  exquifite  Joys  to  Themfelves, 
from  the  general  Happinefs  which  They  daily  pro¬ 
mote  around  them.  They  conftantly  endeavour  to 
relieve  Men  of  their  burdens,  and  (as  far  as  may 

be)

be)  to  remove  Want,  and  Pain,  and  Difeafes  out 
of  the  World;  or  to  make  them  tolerable  to  thofe 
who  are  afflicted  therewith;  remembring  Them 
that  fuffer  Adverfity ,  as  being  Themfelves  alfo  in 
the  Body. 

Thus  They  lay  up  in  Jlore  a  good  Foundation 
againfl  the  Time  to  come,  and  go  on  from  Jlrength 
to  Jlrength ;  that  is,  from  one  degree  of  Virtue  to 
another,  till  it  is  grown  habitual  to  them,  and  they 
are  come  unto  a  perfeSl  Man ,  unto  the  meafure  of 
the  Stature,  of  the  fulnefs  of  Chrijl. 

Blejfed  are  thofe  Servants ,  'whom  our  Lord \  when

INTRODUCTION. 


Wincheftery  Jan.  6,  1736-7. 

THE  County-Hospital  lately  opened  in, 
this  City  being  the  first  of  the  kind,  that 
has  been  attempted  in  any  part  of  this  Kingdom, 
except  in  London  and  Weftminfter^  it  may  be  of 
ufe  to  give  fome  account  of  the  nature  and  manner 
of  its  eftablifhment ;  which,  I  hope,  will  be  a 
means  of  encouraging  the  Well-Difpofed  in  other 
places,  to  make  it  a  general  Bleffing  to  our 
Country. 
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And  as  We  have  brought  this  excellent  Work,- 
in  lefs  than  three  Months,  to  a  degree  of  perfection 
beyond  our  warmed:  expectations,  in  a  County  that 
is  thin  of  People  and  has  no  fettled  manufacture, 
They  may  be  well  allured  of  fuccefs,  Who  are 
willing  to  make  the  experiment  amongft  multitudes 
of  poor  diftrefied  ObjeCts,  with  which  populous 
Towns  and  Countries  are  filled. 

In  the  following  Papers  the  Reader  will  find  the 
principal  reafons  on  which  our  prefent  Undertak¬ 
ing  was  formed. 

The  Gentlemen  who  are  engaged  in  it,  had 
long  obferved  the  fruitlefs  expences  which  attended 
the  cafe  of  the  Poor-Sick  in  every  Parijh  :  They 
fa w,  with  great  concern,  that  even  the  private 
Charities  which  were  given  for  their  relief  and  fup- 
port  were  wafted,  and  rendered  ineffectual,  by 
the  various  forts  of  ill  Management,  which  are  too 
well  known,  and  too  heavily  felt,  to  need  any  par¬ 
ticular  explanation.  Thefe  Abufes  are  grown  fo 
general,  that  the  very  Fountains  of  Charity  have 
been  almoft  dried  up  ;  and  Men  that  were  really 
inclined  to  encourage  the  induftrious  Poor,  and  to 
afiift  them  under  the  unavoidable  Diftrefl'es,  to 
which  they  are  reduced  by  Sicknefs  or  Accidents, 
could  not  find  a  way  to  do  it,  without  bringing  an 
insupportable  burden  upon  themfelves. 


They 
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They  perceived,  that  thefe  Abufes  were  partly 
occasioned  by  the  manner  in  which  They  bellowed 
their  Charities,  and  that  it  the  lame  Sums  of 
Money  were  expended  by  themfelves  in  iuch  things 
as  are  of  immediate  Ufe  to  the  Poor,  All,  or  Moil 
of  the  Grievances  that  are  complained  of,  would 
be  prevented,  and  "Ten  times  as  many  Objects,  as 
can  poffibly  be  fupplied  by  the  common  Methods, 
would  be  relieved. 

Poverty,  of  itfelf,  gives  no  interruption,  ei¬ 
ther  to  the  pleafures  or  comforts  of  Life,  which  are: 
for  the  moft  part,  enjoyed  in  greater  plenty  and 
with  a  more  exquiftte  relifh  by  the  Lower  Part  of 
the  World,  as  long  as  they  are  in  a  condition  of 
providing  for  themfelves  and  their  Families :  So 
that  a  prejent  Support  in  the  time  of  Sicknefs, 
would  prevent  moft  of  the  Evils  to  which  ‘The  Poor 
are  fubjedt,  and  would  in  fome  meafure  fupply  all 
their  Wants,  more  effectually,  than  by  furnifhing 
them  with  Money.  For  They  are  very  incom¬ 
petent  Judges  of  the  true  ufe  of  Money,  or  the 
proper  way  of  laying  it  out  to  their  own  advan¬ 
tage  ;  And  if  They  did  underftand  it  more,  they 
would  be  little  the  better  for  it,  becaufe  Money  it¬ 
felf  will  not  provide  that  inftant  i-elief,  which 
is  always  at  hand  in  thefe  Hofpitals.  The  Supplies, 
which  are  immediately  wanted,  are  here  granted 
in  kind  without  any  delay.  Advice  and  Medi¬ 
cines 
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cines  are  to  the  Sick,  wliat  Clothes  are  to  the 
Naked,  and  Food  to  the  Hungry.  They  anfwer 
every  laudable  end  of  Charity,  and  multiply  every 
Good  that  can  be  done  to  the  Poor  in  any  other 
way.  And  indeed  This  is  a  Method  of  exerting 
our  Good-Will  to  Mankind,  which  fpeaks  fo  irre- 
fiflibly  both  to  the  Head  and  the  Heart,  that  I  am 
ready  to  perfuade  My-Self,  No  One  who  is  go¬ 
verned  by  either ,  can  poffibly  withftand  it.  And 
coniidering  how  much  it  exceeds  all  other  Schemes 
of  relieving  the  Sick,  and  that  if  Half  the  Money 
that  is  given  fhould  really  be  perverted,  there 
would  ftill  be  more  Good  done  by  it,  than  by  any 
other  poilible  way  of  dijlributing  to  the  necejfities 
of  the  Poor,  Every  Wife  Man,  would  think  it 
worth  his  while  to  exert  all  endeavours  in  this 
way  out  of  mere  good  Husbandry  to  Himfelf  and 
the  Publick ;  and  Every  Good  Man  would  do 
it  from  a  fenfe  of  his  Duty,  as  well  as  his  affection 
and  regard,  to  the  moft  miferable  of  his  own 
Species. 

There  are  feveral  Work-houfes  eftablifhed  in  ma¬ 
ny  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  where  Medicines  are  dif- 
penfed :  But  They  are  generally  given  without  the 
advice  of  Pbylicians,  and  are  only  made  up  for 
the  Poor  of  a  particular  Diftridt,  and  that  a  very 
inconhderable  One,  in  comparifon  of  what  is  here 
intended.  Nor  do  they  at  all  anfwer  one  great 
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purpofe  of  thefe  Hofpitals,  which  provide  for  the 
relief  and  comfort  of  Multitudes,  who  do  not 
come  under  the  care  of  a  Parijh  or  a  Work-houfe , 
but  yet  from  being  barely  Supplied  with  the  necef- 
faries  of  Life,  are  more  entitled  to  the  moft 
compaffionate  regards  of  their  Fellow-Creatures, 
than  fuch  as  are  commonly  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  The  Poor.  For  They  who  are  in  pre- 
fent  extremities,  are  the  more  peculiar  Objects  of 
the  care  of  thefe  charitable  Foundations,  and  ought 
always  to  be  considered  as  fuch  ;  nor  Should  any 
Inquiry  be  made  how  they  come  into  fuch  unhap¬ 
py  circumftances,  but  what  is  the  fpeedieft,  and 
moft  effectual  manner  of  delivering  them  out  of 
their  Diftreis. 

These  Reflections  gave  rife  to  the  jirfi  Pa¬ 
per  in  the  following  Collection,  which  had  the 
good  Fortune  to  be  received  with  Indulgence ;  but, 
though  the  Dejign  was  approved,  it  was  thought  al¬ 
together  incapable  of  being  brought  into  execution,  or 
made  of  any  real  Ufe  to  the  County.  Whilft  thefe  were 
the  Sentiments  of  Many  Who  lincerely  wifhed  well 
to  the  Publick,  the  nobleft  Charity  in  the  World  was 
in  danger  of  being  thrown  aSide,  as  a  viilonary,  im¬ 
practicable  Scheme.  Many  other  Difficulties  were 
raifed,  and  Objections  urged,  which  the  Reader 
may  eafily  form  to  himfelf  from  the  different  views 

and 
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and  paffions,  by  which  Men  are  governed,  pretty 
much  alike,  in  all  places.  But  as  the  Benefits  of 
an  Hofpital  had  been  thoroughly  weighed  againft 
all  the  pojfible  Objections  that  could  be  raifed,  and 
had  received  their  full  teftimony  from  the  only 
places  where  They  had  been  tried  :  And  as  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  Us,  that  fuch  a  Foundation  would  be  of 
.more  Ufie  in  the  Country ,  than  even  in  London , 
where  'every  other  Help  is  always  at  hand  •  We 
determined  to  make  an  experiment,  which,  if  it 
had  mifcarried,  could  only  have  been  attend  ed  with 
iome  lofs  to  Our  Selves ;  but  on  the  other  hand 
might  be  of  infinite  Ufe  to  the  whole  Kingdom,  if 
We  could  fhew  it  to  be  as  practicable  in  other 
Places  as  in  London. 

With  this  Refolution,  We  proceeded  to  concert 
mealures  with  Ibme  of  the  moft  judicious  Perfons  of 
the  feveral  Hofpitals  in  London ,  who  very  readily 
furnifhed  Us  with  all  the  inftructions  which  could 
be  had  from  their  Books,  and  their  own  Expe¬ 
rience.— In  the  mean  while,  Werefolved  (with  the 
encouragement  of  fuch  Perfons,  as  will  always  do 
honor  to  every  undertaking)  to  open  a  Subfcriprion; 
and  publifhed  the  Second  Paper,  entitled  Some  far¬ 
ther  Confiderations ,  &c.  which  had  every  effect 
that  could  be  wifhed,  and  much  more  than  could 
realbnably  be  expected.  And,  in  order  to  give  all 
the  Weight  We  could  to  a  Work  of  fo  much  im¬ 
portance 
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portance  to  the  Publick,  feveral  Perfons  of  the  raoft 
confequence,  and  fome  of  every  Denomination  and 
Party,  entered  into  a  common  engagement,  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  execution  of  this  Defign,  with  all  their 
Influence  and  Credit. 

But  nothing  contributed  more  to  Our  Succels, 
than  the  early  Afliftance  We  had  from  the  two 
worthy  and  excellent  Physicians,  who  have  ge- 
neroufly  taken  upon  them  the  care  of  our  Patients, 
whereby  they  have  made  their  Profefllon  a  Blefling 
to  the  Needy,  as  well  as  an  Honor  to  Themfelves. 
And  to  thefe  have  alfo  been  added  two  Surgeons , 
who  have  undertaken  to  ferve  the  Hofpital  without 
fee  or  reward. 

As  foon  as  We  had  formed  Our  Selves  into  a  re¬ 
gular  Society,  with  the  confent  of  all  the  Subfcribers, 
We  proceeded  to  draw  up  fuch  a  Body  of  Orders 
and  Constitutions  as  are  accommodated  to 
the  nature  of  our  Place,  and  beft  adapted  to  give 
our  Benefa&ors  a  reafonable  aflurance  of  a  well- 
ordered  Charity.  F  or  the  management  of  our  Affairs 
is  entrufted  to  a  feledt  number  of  Such,  as  are  for 
the  moft  part  the  greateft  Contributors,  and  confe- 
quently  the  moft  interefted  in  our  fuccels.  And 
wherever  thefe  Charities  fhall  be  eftabliflied,  Nothing 
ought  to  be  more  ftudioufly  avoided,  than  placing 
the  Government  of  them  in  many  hands,  which  will 
always  be  attended  with  great  confufton,  and  will, 
in  the  end,  prove  fatal  to  the  whole  Defign. 

The  Rules  and  Orders  concerning  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  ConduSl  of  the  Houfe ,  are  chiefly  taken 

a  from 


INTRODUCTION.

from  Thole  which  are  in  Ufe  at  St.  George’s 
Hofpital  near  Hyde-P ark  Corner ,  and  which  are  a 
Collection  of  the  molt  approved  Methods  that  have 
been  tried  in  the  bed:  Hospitals  at  Home  or 
Abroad ;  And  They  are  fo  well  calculated  to  pro¬ 
mote  every  good  End,  that  a  regular  and  conftant 
Obfervance  of  them,  will  probably  make  thefe 
Foundations  as  ftrong  and  lafting,  as  Any  thing 
of  this  fort  is  capable  of  being  made. 

And  as  it  is  of  the  greatelt  confequence  to  en¬ 
courage  Religion  and  Virtue  amongft  the  Poor, 
the  Patients  are  furnifhed  with  proper  Books  of  in- 
ftrudtion  ;  and  all  the  Poor  Who  receive  or  expedt 
any  benefit  from  the  Hofpital,  will  be  laid  under 
fuch  reftridtions,  as  may,  by  degrees,  recover  them 
out  of  that  profligate  State  of  Life,  which  is  the 
general  Complaint  of  our  Times. 

By  the  publication  of  thefe  Papers,  We  do  not 
mean  to  propofe  them  as  perfedt  Patterns  to  be 
followed  in  every  Other  Inftitution  of  this  Kind : 
Few  things  are  fo  well  done  at  firjl>  as  not  to  al¬ 
low  of  confiderable  amendment ;  and  One  of  the 
advantages  We  promife  to  our  felves,  is  to  improve 
the  Method  We  are  in,  by  taking  the  judgment  of 
the  Publick,  on  what  we  have  hitherto  done.  But 
We  have  reafon  to  think,  from  Our  Own  Experience , 
that  wherever  an  Undertaking  of  this  kind  lhall  be 
attempted,  a  great  part  of  the  Trouble  and  Hazard 
of  it  will  be  prevented  by  knowing  the  Particulars 
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ot  what  has  been  already  done  by  Us.  And  it  may  allb 
help  to  defeat  a  great  deal  of  the  Opposition,  which 
will  always  be  made  to  the  very  bell  T hings  that  can 
be  propofed  for  the  Service  of  Mankind.  For  when 
the  Difficulties,  which  arife  from  a  notion  of  im- 
pradticablenefs,  are  removed,  and  the  Road  is  made 
plain  and  fmooth,  it  may  be  prefumed,  that  there 
will  be  Perfons  of  capacity  and  leifure  enough  in 
every  place,  who  will  be  glad  to  exercife  them- 
felves  in  this  ample  Field  for  the  Good  of  their 
F  ellow-Creatures. 

And,  in  order  to  encourage  all  Perfons  to  un¬ 
dertake  this  Work,  We  have  fubjoined  an  Account 
of  the  Cures  which  have  been  already  performed, 
notwithftanding  the  fmall  Number  of  Subjects,  We 
had  to  deal  with  at  our  firft  fetting  out. 

Our  Subscriptions  at  prefent  amount  to  near 
Six  Hundred  Pounds  a  Year;  and  when  the  ufeful- 
nefs  of  the  Charity  (which  already  begins  to  be  felt 
with  joy  and  tranfport  by  the  Poor)  comes  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  its  true  Light,  We  may  reafonably  expert 
a  farther  increafe:  For  the  Number  of  incurable 
helplefs  Objedts  that  have  already  come  in  our  way, 
fufficiently  Shew  what  greater  things  are  f  ill  to  be 
done,  when  a  proportionable  Income  can  be  raifed 
for  fuch  purpofes. 

As  to  the  management  of  our  Revenue,  We 
have  committed  it  to  Such  Hands,  and  guarded 
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againft  any  Abufe  fo  carefully,  that  there  can  be 
little,  reafon  to  be  fearfull  of  any  mifapplication. 
There  were  particular  Benefactions  given  lor  the 
extraordmary  Repairs  of  the  Houfe  ;  and  notwith¬ 
standing  the  great  expence  of  Drugs  and  Medicines, 
Linnen,  Beds,  and  other  proper  Furniture  for  the 
Houfe  and  the  Difpenfary,  We  hope  to  anfwer 
the  Purpofes  of  the  Charity,  even  this  fir  ft  Year, 
without  borrowing  any  Money.  But  this  Article, 
which  always  affords  the  moft  plauftble  Excufe,  is 
feldom  the  true  Ground  of  Objection :  F or,  as  it  is 
well  known  that  Several  7 'houfiands  are  relieved  in 
thefe  Hofpitals,  at  a  lefs  expence  than  can  be  afford¬ 
ed  for  So  many  Hundreds  in  any  other  way,  Thofe 
Oeconomifts  muff  have  much  worfe  reafons  for 
withholding  their  Charity,  than  merely  becaufeThey 
apprehend  it  to  be  fiubjeSl  to  fome  Abufe,  and  that 
it  may  not  do  all  the  Good  that  is  intended  by  it. 
But  were  this  the  true  reafon,  it  would  be  a  very 
indifferent  one ;  becaule  if  no  aCts  of  Huma¬ 
nity  are  to  be  performed,  unlefs  we  are  fure 
the  Event  will  anfwer  our  wifhes  and  expec¬ 
tations,  there  can  be  little  room  for  the  exercife 
of  any  Virtue,  or  for  the  enjoyment  of  any  Happi- 
nefs ;  for  He  that  ohfierveth  the  Wind  (hall  not  fow\ 
and  He  that  regardeth  the  Clouds  fihall  not  reap. 
However,  no  Objections  or  Mifreprefentations  are 
of  too  Bight  a  nature  to  be  overlooked,  but  fhould 
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rather  oblige  thofe  who  are  concerned  in  the  Ma¬ 
nagement  of  the  Charity,  to  avoid  all  appearance 
of  Partiality  or  private  Views,  that  No-body  may 
have  a  pretence  to  charge  them  with  making  a  Gam 
of  their  charitable  Labours,  or  putting  out  their 
Alms  to  fuch  fordid  Intered.  For  this  reafon,  it  is 
much  to  be  wifhed,  that  Persons  oi  Fortune  and 
Character  would  employ  fome  of  their  many  Hours 
of  leifure  in  making  the  drifted  inquiry  into  our 
Accounts ;  and  that  They  would  ro  far  at  lead  con¬ 
cern  themfelves  with  the  Conduct  of  our  Affairs, 
as  to  prevent  their  being  expofed  to  any  low  and 
mean  Traffick,  with  which  the  bed  Things  are 
often  mixed. 

If  Gentlemen  would  bedow  a  greater  portion  of 
their  time  in  the  care  of  their  refpeftive  Poor,  who 
are  more  immediately  a  part  of  their  Charge,  We 
fhould  not  hear  of  fo  many  Abufes ,  as  have 
been  chiefly  occafioned  by  their  indolence  and 
neglect :  And  it  is  pretty  drange,  They  fhould  be 
fo  extremely  ignorant  oi  their  own  intered  in  this 
matter;  for  there  is  Nothing  would  gain  them 
a  greater  induence  over  the  People,  or  make  them 
of  more  Confequence,  where  They  dedre  to  be 
thought  of  Any,  than  taking  upon  themfelves  a 
Trud  of  this  kind.  No  Places  of  Honor  or  Pro¬ 
fit  can  fet  them  in  a  more  didinguidied  Light,  or 
procure  them  more  Advantages.  For  They  would 
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have  it  in  their  power  to  promote  and  encourage 
the  practice  of  Virtue  amongft  the  Lower  Sort,  by 
which  means  they  would  be  able  to  keep  their 
Ground,  and  pteferve  that  due  Subordination  which 
is  wearing  out  fo  faft,  as  to  call  aloud  for  the  in- 
terpofition  of  the  Legiflature. 

But  this  is  a  Grievance,  which  neither  an  A&  of 
Parliament ,  nor  the  whole  Weight  of  the  Executive 
Power  it  felf,  can  poflibly  redrefs,  without  the  per- 
fatal  afliftance  of  Men  of  Rank  and  Fortune.  They 
alone  can  apply  the  proper  remedy  to  this  Difeafe, 
and  thereby  do  themfelves,  their  Families,  and  their 
Country,  great  Service :  And  in  this  Inftance  every 
fingle  Gentleman  may  tranfmit  his  Name  to  Pofte- 
rity  with  as  much  Credit,  as  in  the  prefent  State  of 
Things  may  fairly  be  divided  amongft  many  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Families.  And  without  this,  the 
prefent  excellent  Scheme  that  is  on  foot,  for  main¬ 
taining  the  Poor,  muft  be  rendered  as  ineffectual  to 
every  good  purpofe,  as  moft  of  the  Other  Laws  en¬ 
acted  for  the  benefit  of  the  Poor  have  hitherto  been. 

I  cannot  but  think  it  would  be  very  happy  for 
Thole  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  do  Good  to 
Mankind,  fometimes  to  reflect  c  what  a  great  A- 
‘  batement  might  be  made  in  the  Sorrows  of  Life, 
*  if  Every  Man  would  but  lend  his  hand  to  make 
‘  Himfelf  and  the  refi  of  the  World  happy’.  This 
would  help  to  foften  our  Tempers,  to  cultivate 
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every  aft  of  Humanity ,  and  cure  that  narrow  fpirlt- 
ed  turn  of  Mind  which  confines  all  our  views  and 
thoughts  to  Our  Selves.  No  Employment  of  our 
time  can  be  Greater  in  it  Self,  nor  can  Any  be  of 
more  ufe  or  more  fruitful  of  Bleflings  to  Mankind. 

What  remains  to  be  done  towards  perpetuating 
an  Eftablifhment  which  is  to  be  fupported  by  vo¬ 
luntary  Contributions ,  depends  upon  Events  that  are 
in  No  Man’s  power:  But  as  the  prefent  Difpo- 
fition  of  the  Times  feems  to  favour  thefe  laudable 
Attempts,  I  hope  We  fhall  neither  want  the  Hands, 
nor  the  Hearts  of  any  Good  and  Worthy  Perfons, 
in  aflifting  Us,  with  the  Blefling  of  Almighty 
God,  to  bring  this  excellent  Charity  to  its  perfeB 
Work ;  that  it  may  be  the  Honor  of  the  prefent 
Age,  and  that  the  Benefits  which  We  enjoy  may 
be  conveyed  down  to  our  lateft  Pofterity.

Winchefier^  May  22,  1736. 

THE  large  Sums  of  Mony  that  are  given 
away  annually  in  this  City,  have  been  fo 
far  from  anfwering  the  Charitable  Purpofes  for 
which  they  were  deligned,  that  a  great  many  Fa¬ 
milies  are  known  to  live  in  Idlenels,  on  the  fupport 
they  receive  from  the  publick  and  private  Diftribu- 
tions,  which  are  frequently  made  here ;  and  from 
which  a  great  deal  of  Good  might  be  reafonably 
expe&ed,  if  they  were  brought  into  another  Channel, 
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It  has  been  thought  by  many,  that  the  Efta- 
blifhment  of  an  Infirmary  or  Hofpital  for  Sick  Peo¬ 
ple,  after  the  Manner  of  the  Hofpitals  in  London 
and  TVejiminJler ,  would  be  the  beft  Means  of  an- 
fwering  this  Purpofe  ;  becaufe  a  due  Provision  for 
the  Sick,  is  one  of  the  moft  comprehenfive,  as  well 
as  ufeful  Species  of  Charity  ;  and  becaufe  an  Efta- 
bliihment  of  this  kind  is,  of  all  others,  the  leaft 
liable  to  Mifapplication ;  and  has  been  attended 
with  the  moft  Succels. 

For,  by  what  has  been  done  in  London ,  &c.  we 
may  fee  how  Providentially  the  Hand  of  God  has 
conducted  a  Work,  tending  fo  much  to  his  Glory, 
and  the  Benefit  of  human  Society.  And  it  is  hoped, 
that  the  certain  Experience  we  have  had  of  the 
Ulehilnefs  of  fuch  Undertakings,  will  encourage 
all  Perfons  that  are  really  dilpofed  to  do  Good,  to 
make  this  kind  of  Charity  more  diffufive  and  ex- 

ten  five  than  it  has  hitherto  been.

The  erecting  an  Hofpital  will  beft  anfwer  this 
End;  becaufe  Phyficians,  cannot  give  their 

Attendance,  nor  can  Medicines  be  dilpenfed,  with 
any  Convenience,  at  more  Places  than  one.  But 
as  it  may  be  more  convenient  to  many  of  the  Poor, 
to  be  taken  Care  of  by  their  own  Families;  They 
who  defire  it,  fhall  be  confidered,  and  received  as 
the  Out-Patients  of  this  Hofpital;  and  fhall  have 
all  proper  Advice  and  Afiiftance,  if  they  are  re¬ 
commended 


commended  in  fuch  Manner,  as  the  Contributors 
fhall  direct. 

And  that  all  Perfons  who  are  inclined  to  encou¬ 
rage  fo  good  a  Defign,  may  have  a  reafonable  Af- 
fu ranee,  that  whatever  is  given,  Ihall  be  faithfully 
apply ’d  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Sick  :  It  is  propofed  j 
That  the  Government  of  the  Hofpital  fhall,  for 
the  moft  part,  be  in  the  Hands  of  fuch  as  are  the 
principal  Benefactors  to  it,  and  not  likely  to  be 
tempted  by  any  lelfiffi  Regards,  which  mix  them- 
felves  in  other  Publick  Defigns ;  but  will  encourage 
One  Another  to  aCt  with  that  Zeal,  Application, 
and  Integrity,  as  become  Men  who  have  only  in 
View,  the  Honor  and  Service  of  Almighty  God; 
the  common  Good  of  the  Country  where  they  live ; 
and  the  fupport  and  relief  of  their  Fellow-Creatures 
in  Diftrefs. 

And  as  This  Society  will  be  entirely  formed,  on 

the  Plan  of  thofe  which  are  in  London ; - All 

fuch  Sick,  and  Lame  Perfons  as  appear  to  be  Cure- 
able,  and  fit  ObjeCts,  and  come  recommended  in  a 

proper  Manner,  will  here  be  relieved . - Diet,  Wafh- 

ing,  and  Lodging  will  be  given  to  the  pooreft,  in 
proportion  to  the  Sums  of  Money  that  fhall  be  fub- 

feribed. - There  will  be  an  Office  ftored  with  all 

neceffary  Medicines,  which  fhall  not  be  difpenfed 
on  any  Account,  but  to  fuch  as  are  unable  to  be 
at  the  Charge  of  purchafing  them ;  an  Abufe  of 

A  2  which. 
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which,  may  eafily  be  prevented  in  Places  where 
the  Circumstances  of  the  Poor  are  always  exactly 

known. - Strict  Care  will  be  taken,  that  none  but 

Perfons  of  reputable  Characters,  and  who  are  Neat, 
Diligent  and  Skilful,  Shall  be  employed  to  attend 

upon  the  Sick,  as  NurSes,  &c. - And  a  true  State 

of  the  Accounts  Shall  be  published  at  proper  Times 
for  the  Satisfaction  of  all  the  Contributors. 

AmongSt  other  Advantages  of  fuch  an  Hofpital, 
it  ought  to  be  considered, 

I.  That  the  Care  and  Neatnefs,  the  CleanneSs 
and  Regularity  of  Diet,  with  which  the  Poor  may 
be  kept  in  an  Hofpital,  will  all  contribute  much 
Sooner  to  their  Recovery,  than  their  own  manner  of 
Living  at  home,  and  ( in  the  Opinion  of  the  belt 
Phyftcians)  are  often  more  effectual  than  Phyhck, 
in  the  Cure  of  Several  Diftempers. 

II.  That  it  will  provide  for  the  Relief  of  many 
Sick  Perfons  who  are  not  able  to  procure  help  ;  or 
are  aShamed  to  receive  any  conflant  AShftance  from 
the  Parifh-ColleCtions ;  And  for  this  Purpofe  as 
well  as  others, 

III.  That  it  will  be  a  Means  of  preventing  Some 
of  the  greateft  Diftreffes  to  which  the  Poor  are  Sub¬ 
ject,  (who  are  often  loft  for  want  of  timely  Care 
and  AShftance)  whereby  many  Hands  may  be  an¬ 
nually  faved  to  the  Publick. 


IV.  That 


IV.  That  it  will  prefer ve  the  Poor  from  the  ill 
Ufage  of  ignorant  Quacks  and  other  Importers* 
who  take  Advantage  of  their  Neceflities ;  and  not 
only  inferrfibly  drain  them  of  the  little  Money  they 
have,  under  Pretence  of  felling  cheap  Medicines ; 
but  frequently  deftroy  their  Health,  from  the  Want 
of  Honefty  or  Skill. 

V.  That  it  will  be  of  conrtderable  Ufe  to  All 
other  Perfons,  as.  well  as  the  Poor,  as  it  will  be  a 
Means  of  furnilhing  the  Phylicians  and  Surgeons 
with  more  Experience. 

VI.  That  it  will  conrtderably  leffen  the-  Poor- 
Rates  in  every  Parifh,  by  taking  off  the  greateft 
Occafion  of  Expence ;  and  reducing  the  Bufinels  of 
Parifh-Ofiicers :  And  therefore 

VII.  That  Parifhes  (when  they  are  relieved  from 
fo  great  a  Charge )  will  be  better  able  to  maintain 
Orphans,  and  Aged  Perfons  who  are  part  their  La¬ 
bour  :  And  it  is  certain,  That  the  Burden  even  in 
both  thefe  Inftances  muft  be  very  much  leffened ; 
becaufe  a  timely  Provifion  for  the  Sick  will  in  many 
Cafes  enable  the  Poor  to  educate  their  Children,  as 
well  as  to  provide  before-hand  for  their  own  Sup¬ 
port  in  the  Extremities  of  old  Age. 

VIII.  That  a  proper  Care  of  the  Sick  will  reduce 
the  Number  of  Vagrants,  by  depriving  them  of  one 
of  their  moft  plaurtble  Reafons-  for  begging  from 

Door 


Door  to  Door,  under  the  fpecious  Pretence  of  lick 
Relations  or  Friends  for  whom  they  are  concerned. 

IX.  That  they,  who  are  idle  and  able  to  work, 
will  be  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  fome  Employ¬ 
ment;,  and  make  themfelves  ufeful  Members  of  the 

:  Community,  when  they  are  not  fupplied  in  the 
ufual  Manner  from  the  publick  and  private  Chari¬ 
ties  ;  which  have  been  too  often  didributed  with¬ 
out  any  due  Regard  to  the  different  Necedities  of 
the  Poor.  \ 

And  it  will  be  none  of  the  lead  Benefits  of  fuch 
an  Inftitution 

X.  That  even  the  Widow  s  Mite  intruded  with 
Such  as  can  difpofe  of  it  to  the  beft  Advantage ; 
and  can  fupply  the  Poor  with  Medicines  at  the  eafieft 
Rates ;  will  go  farther  towards  anfwering  the  Ends 
of  Charity,  than  a  Sum  of  Money  bellowed  at 
Random. 

When  thefe  Conliderations  are  thoroughly  weigh¬ 
ed,  it  may  reafonably  be  prefumed,  that  a  Work 
of  fo  laudable  and  beneficial  a  Nature  will  meet 
with  general  Encouragement. 

And  Therefore  All  Persons  are  hereby  in- 
treated  to  examine  this  Propofal  with  Care  and  Im¬ 
partiality:  And  it  is  hoped  they’ll  be  pleafed  to 
fugged:  whatever  they  think  will  be  of  Ufe  to  carry 
■  on  a  Defign,  which,  by  the  liberal  Contributions  of 
{the  Well-Difpofed,  may  hereafter  extend  itfelf  to 

fuch 
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fuch  other  Branches  of  Charity,  as  do  in  any  Way 
leffen  the  Miferies,  or  promote  the  Eafe  and  Hap- 
pinefs  of  thofe  who  ought  to  be  the  chief  Care 
of  the  Publick ;  the  poor  and  laborious  Part  of 
Mankind,

of  Neceflaries,  and  too  often  die  miferably, 
who  are  not  entitled  to  a  Parochial  Relief :  And 
whereas  amongft  thofe  who  do  receive  Relief  from 
their  refpedtive  Parifhes,  many  luffer  extremely  j 
and  are  fometimes  loft,  partly  for  want  of  Accom¬ 
modations  and  proper  Medicines  in  their  own  Hou- 
fes  or  Lodgings;  (the  Clofenefs  or  Unwhollomnefs  of 
which  is  too  often  one  great  Caufe  of  their  Sicknefs) 
partly  by  the  imprudent  laying  out  of  what  is  fo 
allow’d  ;  and  by  the  Ignorance  or  ill  Management 
of  thole  about  them  ;

Some  farther  Conjiderations  in  Behalf  of  a 
Proposal  for  Ere  fling  a  Eublick 

HOSPITAL,  &c. 

T  'Winchefhr ,  Auguji  14,  1736. 

“HE  favourable  Reception  which  the  Propo- 
fal  for  ereCting  an  Hofpital  has  generally  met 
with  in  this  Place,  having  determined  feveral  Gen¬ 
tlemen  to  undertake  the  good  Work,  and  make  it 
as  extenfive  as  they  can,  they  think  it  their  Duty 
to  obviate  any  Appearance  of  Reaibn,  that  may  be 
urged  againfl:  a  Scheme,  which  only  wants  to  be 
better  known,  in  order  to  be  univerfally  approved. 

And  they  have  the  Pleafure  to  obferve,  that  the 
Variety  of  Sentiments  on  this  Occafion  has  hitherto 
had  a  very  different  EffeCt  from  what  might  have 
been  expected ;  and  has  contributed  to  give  new 
Life  to  the  Defign,  by  obliging  them  to  re-confi- 
der  the  whole,  (o  as  to  leave  no  real  Ground  for 
Objection,  as  far  as  it  is  poflible  to  do  in  Human 

Things ; 
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Tilings;  at  the  fame  time  that  it  has  afforded  them 
an  happy  Opportunity  of  rectifying  the  miftakes,  and 
foftening  the  prejudices  of  thofe  who  have  been  in¬ 
fluenced  by  mifreprefentations ;  but  are  in  them- 
felves  difpofed  to  promote  every  Humane  and  Be¬ 
nevolent  Undertaking. 

I.  It  has  been  faid,  that  a  Workhoufie  is  more 
wanted  than  an  Hofpital.  And  as  there  is  no 
View  of  interfering  with  the  excellent  purpofes  of 
the  Legiflature,  it  may  be  enough  to  obferve,  that 
whenever  a  better  Proviflon  is  made  for  the  Poor 
Sick,  by  Parliament,  this  Hofpital  will  either  ceafe, 
or  may  become  a  Part  of  that  Proviflon.  And  in¬ 
deed  there  cannot  be  a  ftronger  Argument  urged 
for  executing  the  prefent  Scheme,  than  may  be 
drawn  from  the  Deflgn  which  is  now  in  hand  of 
erecting  Publick  Workhoufes  in  every  County. 

II.  It  has  alfo  been  objected,  that  the  Poor  are 
naturally  averfe  to  any  thing  that  carries  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  Conftraint,  or  removing  them  from 
their  own  Families ;  which  (if  it  fhould  be  true) 
cannot  affeCt  this  Propofal,  becaufe  it  has  been  ex- 
prefsly  faid,  that  Phey  who  defire  it  fihall  be  confi- 
dered  and  received  as  Out-Patients.  For  though 
the  Governors  will  be  in  a  readinefs  to  receive 
fuch  a  number  as  cannot  provide  better  for  them- 
felves,  (in  proportion  to  the  Contributions  that  are 
made)  None  will  be  taken  in  but  upon  their  own 


nor 
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or  their  Friends  folicitation  and  requeft  ; 
even  then ,  but  in  very  bad  Cales. 

And  indeed,  there  is  fo  little  Ground  for  this 
Objection,  that  on  the  contrary,  wherever  an  Hof- 
pital  has  been  eftablifhed,  the  Poor  have  efteemed 
it  as  a  common  Bleffing,  and  have  flocked  to  it 
with  the  greateft  eagernefs  ;  which  they  will  al¬ 
ways  do,  if  they  are  rightly  informed.  And  good 
Reafon  they  have  for  it ;  — —  when  they  find  them- 
ielves  removed  into  a  free  Air;  - with  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  a  wholefome  and  proper  Diet ; - a 

clean  and  conftant  Attendance ;  -- —  the  belt  Ad¬ 
vice  ;  and  no  more  Medicines  than  are  necejjary ; 
which,  all  together,  are  fuch  Helps  towards  a  Re¬ 
covery,  as  are  not  to  be  had  by  the  greater  Part  of 
fuch  as  are  able  to  maintain  themfelves. 

So  that  when  all  thefe  Circum fiances  are  confi- 
dered,  we  muft  conclude  it  will  be  very  happy  for 
thofe  Poor  Sick ,  whole  good  Fortune  throws  them 
into  an  Hofpital,  where  they  will  be  more  taken 
Care  of  than  many  of  their  Betters. 

III.  Others  have  fuppofed,  that  an  Hofpital  will 
occafion  a  refort  of  Poor  People  to  it,  which  may 
be  attended  with  great  inconveniencies  to  the  City  : 
Whereas  there  are  many  reafons  to  think  that  the 
Number  of  common  Beggars  will  be  confiderably 
leffen’d  by  it.  And  this  Objection  will  be  fully  re¬ 
moved,  if  it  be  confidered  ;  that  no  Perfon  can  be 

entitled 
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entitled  to  receive  any  Medicines,  but  fucli  as  are 
recommended  by  a  Contributor ;  and  that  Who¬ 
ever  (not  being  an  Inhabitant  of  the  City  or  Sub¬ 
urbs  of  Winchejler)  fhall,  on  pretence  of  Charges, 
or  any  other  Pretence  whatever,  ask  Alms  within 
the  faid  City  or  Suburbs,  may  be  rendered  incapa¬ 
ble  of  any  relief  from  the  Hofpital ;  and  alfo  be 
treated  as  a  Vagrant. 

IV.  And  as  it  is  a  common  Thing  to  meet  with 

Objections  of  a  contrary  Nature  to  each  other ; - 

Others  have  taken  it  for  granted  that  there  will 
not  be  Objects  enough  in  the  Country,  to  anfwer 
the  purpofes  of  a  Publick  Hofpital.  But  this  will 
have  little  weight  with  thofe  who  have  made  any 
Obfervation  on  the  Great  Numbers  that  apply  for 
relief  in  the  W inter-Seafons  of  the  Year  j  and 
who  conlider  of  what  Publick  Service  it  would  be 
for  the  Poor  to  meet  with  Jpeedy  Affiftance  in  all 
Dropfecal —  Rheumatick —  Paralytick —  and  Scorbu- 
tick  Cafes ;  as  well  as  in  Slow,  and  Intermitting 
Fevers. 

As  to  the  Parifh  Books,  no  Judgment  can  be 
formed  of  the  real  number  of  proper  Objects  from 
them ;  becaufe  many  Chronical  Cafes  are  found  in 
Young  Subjects,  which  they  frequently  labour  un¬ 
der  a  Year  or  two  together,  without  looking  after 
any  Remedy,  if  they  can  but  go  on  with  their 
daily  Work,  tho’  with  great  Difficulty.  In  the 

B  2  mean 
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mean  while,  their  Families  are  burdened  with  a 
fruitlels  attendance,  and  great  expences  ;  which 
are  ftill  more  increafed  by  the  Unhappinefs  of  their 
being  frequently  thrown  into  the  hands  of  igno¬ 
rant  Quacks  and  Impoftors.  And  even  in  Aged 
Subjects  an  Hofpital  will  be  of  equal  Ule  in  remov¬ 
ing  thefe  Chronical  Diford ers  ;  (which  feldom  fall 
under  the  Cognizance  of  Parifh-Officers)  becaufe 
No  Body  can  tell  how  long  they  might  continue  to 
be  ufeful  to  themfelves  and  their  Families,  if  they 
met  with  timely  Relief. 

And  to  be  farther  allured  of  the  Uncertainty  of 
Parifh-Books ;  we  need  only  obferve,  that  there 
are  a  Multitude  of  Cafes  of  a  very  dangerous  na¬ 
ture,  which  the  Poor  daily  fuffer  under  in  private , 
rather  than  apply  themfelves  to  Parifh-Officers. 

These  Considerations  may  latisfy  Us,  that 
neither  this  Country,  nor  any  other,  can  be  defti- 
tute  of  as  many  fuitable  Objects,  as  will  employ 
•  all  our  Stores  of  Charity. 

And  if  it  ffiould  be  otherwife  (which  it  is  feared 
there  is  no  Ground  to  imagine)  Two  or  Three  Cures 
in  a  Year  from  the  Operations  in  Surgery ,  would 
more  than  pay  a  compaffionate  Contributor  for  all 
his  Expence,  and  convince  him  of  the  Noblenefs 
of  fuch  a  Charity,  beyond  all  other  arguments 
that  could  be  brought  to  fupport  it.  For  if  we 

confider 
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confider  an  unhappy  Object  confined  at  Home  fix 
or  feven  Weeks  by  a  broken  Limb,  and  perhaps 
under  the  care  of  an  unskilful  Perfon  —  His  Wife 
and  Family  all  the  while  taken  up  with  their  at¬ 
tendance  upon  Him,  —  and  at  the  end  of  the 
Cure,  (if  it  ftoould  ever  prove  one)  more  Money 
demanded  than  the  whole  Family  is  worth,  or  at 

leaft  much  more  than  they  can  afford  to  pay  • - 

We  fhall  not  require  any  farther  reafon  for  the 
railing  a  Publick  Hofpital,  which  relieves  the  Mi- 
ferable,  and  fupports  their  Families  at  the  fame 
time.  And  yet  this  is  but  a  fingle  Part  of  the 
whole  Defign  ;  the  Ufefulnefs  of  which,  it  is  not 
doubted,  will  make  it  universally  approved,  and 
will,  by  that  means,  render  the  expence  of  it  in- 
confiderable  to  each  particular  Perfon, 

After  all ;  the  heft  Way  of  anfwering  Objections 
is  to  make  the  Experiment ;  for  which  there  is  the 
greateft  Encouragement,  not  only  from  the  gene¬ 
rous  Contributions,  that  have  been  already  given, 
but  from  the  Opinion  of  the  molt  judicious  Per- 
fons  of  different  Perfuafions,  Characters  and  Inte- 
refts ;  and  alfo  of  fuch  as  have  joined  all  the  Expe¬ 
rience  of  this  Sort  that  Men  can  have  to  their 
Knowledge,  and  have  conftantly  found  fuch  good 
effects  from  it,  as  have  made  them  very  dehrous 
of  rendring  this  Charity  as  extenfive  as  poffible. 

For 
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For  thefe  Reafons,  it  is  earneftly  recommended, 
'•to  Such  as  bear  any  Relation  to  this  County,  that 
they  ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  promote  a 
Charity,  which  may  be  made  fo  ufeful  to  the  Poor 
•of  their  refpeBive  Towns,  who  may  be  removed 
•more  eafily  to  this  Hofpital,  for  any  Accidents  or 
obfimate  Diforders,  than  to  the  Hofpitals  in  London  ; 
whither  (if  they  fhould  have  the  good  Fortune  to 
fucceed  in  their  recommendations)  a  great  many 
diftrefied  Objects,  are  carried  in  Waggons  three  or 
four  Day’s  Journey  for  want  of  relief  nearer  Home ; 
a  Circumftance  that  All  Perfons  ought  to  conli- 
der,  on  account  of  the  great  burden  of  Parifh- 
Rates,  which  they  might  frequently  lefien  by  a 
moderate  annual  Subfcription  ;  and  be  real  Gain¬ 
ers  themfelves  at  the  fame  time  that  they  are 
promoting  a  Publick  Good. 

And  as  the  Poor  of  TVincheJler ,  and  the  Neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  it  will  be  more  immediately  concern¬ 
ed,  than  thole  who  are  at  a  greater  Diftance,  by 
being  conftantly  at  handy  to  receive  Advice  and 
Medicines  without  any  expence  to  themfelves  ;  it 
is  hoped,  that  every  Inhabitant  of  this  part  of  the 
County,  in  Proportion  to  his  Ability,  will  be¬ 
friend  them  fo  far,  as  to  contribute  Jomething  to¬ 
wards  their  Relief  in  this  Way.

—  If  such  an  Undertaking  as  this  has  enough  to* 
recommend  it  lelf  to  the  warmeft  endeavours  of 
thofe  who  have  true  Religion  at  Heart ;  No  other 
Argument  need  be  made  ufe  of  to  urge  them  on 
to  promote  a  Work  which  fo  immediately  tends  ..to 
the  relief  of  the  moll  deplorable  Circumjlances  m 
Human  Life,

THAT  This  Society  coniift  of  Fifty  or  more 
Governors,  and  fuch  a  Number  of  Officers 
and  Servants  as  ffiall  from  time  to  time  be  judged 
neceffary ;  and  that  Thirty  or  more  of  the  Gover¬ 
nors,  be  Inhabitants  of  the  City  or  Suburbs  of 
Wimhejler, 
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II. 

T  hat  All  who  fhall  fubfcribe  two  pounds  or 
more  per  Ann.  from  and  after  the  31ft  of  this  pre- 
fent  October ;  or  who  fhall  give  ! Twenty  pounds  for 
the  TJfe  of  the  Hofpital,  be  made  Governors  ; 
and  that  other  Perfons  be  chofen  Governors  by  a 
General  Court.  And  if  ever  it  happens  that  there 
fhall  not  be  the  whole  Number  of  Fifty  Governors ; 
or  that  there  be  not  Thirty  of  them  Inhabitants  of 
the  City  or  Suburbs ;  that  then  the  Committee  at 
their  Weekly  Board  may  ele£t  one  or  more  Gover¬ 
nors,  fo  as  to  make  up  the  Complement  of  Thirty 
Governors  Inhabitants  of  the  City  or  Suburbs  of 
Winchefter^  or  of  Fifty  Governors  in  the  Whole ; 
which  Election  fhall  be  as  good  and  valid,  as  if  it 
had  been  made  by  a  General  Court. 

III. 

That  a  General  Court  of  Governors  be  held 
four  times  every  Year;  namely,  on  the  firft  Tuef- 
clay  after  the  eighth  of  OEloher  ;  the  firft  Tuefday 
after  the  eighth  of  January ;  the  firft  'Tuefday  af¬ 
ter  the  eighth  of  April ;  and  the  firft  Tuefday  after 
the  eighth  of  July ,  at  eleven  o’clock  in  the  Fore¬ 
noon  on  each  Day ;  to  take  the  Reports  of  the 
Committee,  infpedt  the  Accounts,  and  tranfadf  fuch 
other  Bufinefs  as  fhall  be  laid  before  them.  And 
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that  another  General  Court  be  held  every  Year  on 
St.  Luke  s  Day  {OSi.  1 8.)  or  on  the  Day  after,  when 
the  Feffcival  fhall  happen  on  a  Sunday. 

IV. 

That  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Governors, 
or  the  Committee  at  their  Weekly  Board,  or  any 
Six  of  the  Governors  (by  a  Writing  under  their 
Hands  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Holpital) 
have  power  to  call  a  General  Court  at  any  other 
times,  on  three  Days  Notice  given  by  the  Melfenger, 

V. 

That  all  particular  Buhnefs  be  exprefled  in  e- 
very  Summons  that  is  fent  out  for  a  General  Court; 
and  that  no  Orders  or  Rules  relating  to  the  Hofpi- 
tal,  or  which  concern  the  Choice,  Sufpenfion,  or 
Removal  of  any  Perfon  belonging  to  it,  be  made 
or  repealed,  without  having  been  communicated  to 
a  General  Court,  or  the  Weekly  Board  at  lead;  a 
Week  before ;  except  only  thofe  which  relate  to 
fuch  Buiinels,  as  by  thefe  Rules  and  Orders  is  di¬ 
rected  to  be  done  at  Jlated  times. 

VI. 

That  at  the  General  Court  on  the  firft  ! Tuefday 
after  the  eighth  of  0 Bober ,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Court  of  Governors,  The  Treafurer  and  Affiftant 

Treafurer 
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Treafurer  be  annually  chofen  out  of  fuch  Governors 
as  are  Inhabitants  of  the  City  or  Suburbs  of  Win- 
chejler :  And  that  They  fhall  all  enter  on  their  Of¬ 
fices  every  Year  immediately  alter  the  General 
Court  on  the  Anniverfary  of  St.  Luke. 

VII. 

That  no  Perfon  be  Chairman  and  Treafurer,  or 
A ffiftant-T reafurer  at  the  fame  time  ;  and  that  No 
One  be  chofen  into  thefe  Offices  after  the  1 8th  of 
OBober  A.  D.  1737,  who  fhall  not  have  been  a 
Member  of  the  Committee  for  one  whole  Year  at 
leaffi 

VIII. 

That  there  be  a  Handing  Committee  of  Gover¬ 
nors  for  the  Management  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Hof- 
pital :  which  Committee  from  and  after  the  1 8th 
of  OBober  A.  D.  1737,  ffiall  confift  of  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Court  of  Governors ;  the  Treafurer ; 
Affiftant-Treafurer ;  all  that  fubfcribe  five  Pounds 
or  more  a  Year ;  and  twelve  other  Governors, 
who  ffiall  be  appointed  in  manner  following,  viz ; 
Six  of  them  ffiall  be  drawn  by  Lot  out  of  the  pre- 
fent  Committee  at  the  Weekly  Board  on  Wednef- 
day  the  fifth  of  OBober  next,  and  the  other  Six 
fhall  be  chofen  at  a  Court  of  Governors  on  Luefday 
the  Eleventh  of  OBober  next  ( after  the  Election  of 
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the  three  Officers)  and  ffiall  take  their  places  at  the 
jirft  Committee  after  the  General  Court  on  St. 
Luke  s  Day  ;  which  Six  laft  elected  ffiall  continue 
in  their  Offices  until  the  1 9th  ol  OSioher ,  A.D.  173  9. 

And  to  the  intent  that  the  Governors  chofen  and 
appointed  to  be  Members  of  the  Committee  may 
have  perpetual  Succeffion  ;  on  Luefday  Odober  the 
tenth  A.  D.  1738,  and  at  every  future  annual  E- 
ledion  ( which  ffiall  always  be  on  the  firft  Tuefday 
after  the  eighth  of  QElober)  Six  new  Members  ffiall 
be  chofen  into  the  Committee,  in  the  Room  of 
thofe  Six  that  have  been-  longeft  elected  Members, 
Who  ffiall  go  out  of  their  Offices  every  Year  after 
the  General  Court  on  St.  Luke  s  Day,  and  ffiall 
not  be  capable  of  being  elected  again  till  the  next 
General  Eledion  in  the  Year  following. 

IX, 

That  No  One  who  is  a ■  Jtanding  Member  of 
the  Committee,  by  virtue  of  his  Subfcription,  ffiall 
be  capable  of  being  eleded  an  Officer  for  more 
than  three  Years  Succeffively.  And  that  no  other 
Perfon  ffiall  be  a  Member  ol  the  Committee  in  any 
Capacity  whatever  for  more  than  three  Years  Suc- 

X. 

That  whenever  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  of 
Governors,  Treafurer,  or  Alliftant  Treafurer,  ffiall 
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be  chofen  out  of  thofe  Members  of  the  Committee* 
who  are  to  continue  a  fecond  Year,  the  Governors* 
before  They  proceed  to  the  choice  of  the  fix  new 
Members  of  the  Committee,  fhall  eledt  another  Per- 
fon  to  ferve  in  the  room  of  any  or  all  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Officers,  fo  long  as  He  or  They  would 
have  ferved  ;  and  no  longer.  And  if,  at  any  time 
of  the  Year,  there  fhall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  Com¬

XIII. 

That  from  and  after  the  twenty-fird:  Day  of 
'December  next  enduing,  No  Perfon’s  Vote  fhall  be 
allowed  either  as  a  Governor  or  as  a  Member  of 
the  Committee,  whole  Subfcription  is  not  paid  to 
the  time  ol  his  Voting. 

XIV. 

That  No  Perfon  who  pradtifes  as  a  Phyfician, 
Surgeon,  or  Apothecary,  either  in  the  HofpitaL  or 
out  of  it,  be  capable  of  being  elected,  or  of  adting 
as  a  Member  of  the  Committee. 

XV. 

That  the  Committee  fhall  meet  on  a  fixed 
Day  in  every  Week,  and  at  other  times  as  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  or  Treafurer  fhall 
think  proper ;  to  execute  the  Orders  of  the  Court 
©f  Governors ;  to  examine  the  Treafurer’s  and  Ma¬ 
tron’s  Accounts,  and  the  Reports  of  the  Vifitors ; 
and  to  direct  all  Matters  whatfoever,  which  relate 
to  the  receiving,  rejecting,  or  difcharging  of  Pa¬ 
tients;  or  which  concern  the  Expences,  Govern¬ 
ment  or  Conduct  of  the  Hofpitaf,  and  of  all  the 
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Officers  and  Servants  belonging  to  it ;  as  far  as  is 
confident  with  thefe  Rules  and  Orders. 

XVI. 

That  the  Committee  do  appoint  their  own 
Chairman  for  ffich  a  Ipace  or  Time  as  They  ffiall 
think  proper. 

XVII. 

That  no  new  Election,  Order,  Regulation,  or 
Expence,  fhall  be  made  at  the  Committee  without 
the  Confent  of  eight  Members,  but  that  every  thing 
elfe  ffiall  be  directed  and  determined  from  time  to 
time  by  a  Majority  of  thole  that  are  prefent. 

XVIII. 

That  there  be  two  Phyficians,  two  Surgeons,  a 
Secretary,  a  Matron  and  an  Apothecary,  who  ffiall 
be  chofen  (as  their  places  become  Vacant)  out  of  fuch. 
Perlons  as  ffiall  be  recommended  by  the  Committee, 
and  approved  by  a  General  Court  of  Governors. 

And  that  a  Meffenger,  Nurfes,  and  All  other  ■ 
common  Servants,  be  chofen  every  Year  by  the 
Com mittee  at  their  Weekly  Board  next  after  the- 
General  Court  for  the  annual  Election  of  Officers ; 
in  default  of  which,  they  ffiall  continue  in  their  • 
refpe&ive  Places  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they  had 
been  re-elected.. 
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XIX. 

'That  the  Matron,  and  Apothecary,  and  Secre- 
"tary,  may  be  fuf pended  by  an  Adt  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  to  which  the  Con  fen t  of  at  leaffc  eight  Mem¬ 
bers  fhall  be .  neceffary. 

.  XX. 

That  the  Meffenger,  Nurfes  and  common  Ser¬ 
vants,  be  fufpended  at  the  Difcretion  of  the  Week¬ 
ly-Board  ;  but  not  removed  from  their  Places  without 
the  Confent  of  eight  or  more  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

XXL 

Th  at  at  all  Meetings,  either  of  the  Court  of 
‘‘Governors  or  the  Committee,  Every  Perfon  in 
Ipeaking  addrefs  himfelf  immediately  to  the  Chair¬ 
man . 

XXII. 

That  Nobody  be  allowed  to  fpeak  more  than 
twice  in  a  Debate,  at  either  Board,  without  leave ; 
and  that  when  two  Perlons  offer  to  Ipeak  at  the 
fame  time,  the  Chairman  fhall  direct  Which  of 
Ahem  is  to  proceed. 

XXIII. 

Th  at  if  a  Difpute  or  Difference  fhould  arife, 
upon  any  Queftion,  at  either  Board,  fuch  Queftion 

fhall 
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fhall  be  fairly  Hated,  arid  the  fatttfe  determined  by 
Ballot,  if  required  by  three  or  more. 

XXIV. 

That  when  a  Ballot  is  taken  at  a  Court  of  Go¬ 
vernors,  every  Governor  fubfcribing  two  Pounds  or 
more  per  Ann.  fhall  have  two  Votes. 

XXV. 

That  no  Proxies  be  allowed  on  any  Occafion 
at  either  Board. 

XXVI. 

That  when  a  Majority  of  the  whole  Number, 
either  of  the  Committee  or  Court  of  Governors, 
cannot  be  found  at  the  firft  Scrutiny  for  the  Elect¬ 
ing  One  or  more  Perfons ;  the  Chairman  fhall  pro¬ 
ceed  immediately  to  another  Scrutiny,  leaving  out 
the  Candidate  that  had  the  feweft  Votes ;  And  if 
a  Majority  is  not  then  found,  He  fhall  drop  ano¬ 
ther  candidate  (who  fhall  have  the  feweft  Votes) 
and  proceed  again  to  a  third  Scrutiny ;  and  fo  on 
till  a  Majority  of  the  whole  Number  appears  for 
One  or  more  Perfons  to  be  elected,  according  to  the 
Rules  of  the  Hofpital ;  and  that  in  any  Cafe  where 
the  Votes  are  equals  the  Chairman  fhall  have  a

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XXVII. 


That  the  Manner  of  all  Elections  and  Debates} 
at  either  Board,  fhall  be  directed,  and  all  Queftions 
Dropofed,  by  the  Chairman ,  but  that  He  be  not  al¬ 
lowed  a  calling  Vote  upon  any  occalion;  except 
only  at  Elections  of  Officers  and  Servants,  and  on 
all  Queftions  which  immediately  relate  to  the  Man¬ 
ner  of  fuch  Elections.

That  (for  the  encouragement  of  remote  Sub- 
fcribers  as  well  as  the  greater  benefit  of  the  Poor) 
All  Out-Patients,  coming  from  any  Place  that 
is  diftant  from  the  Hofpital  ten  Miles  or  upwards, 
fhall  receive  on  their  difcharge  (except  on  account
